They wero iimlablo
peoplo und soon made 11 number of
frlonds. In tho meantime n largo
quantity of nrms and ammunition
was smuggled In to them. '

Kxclli'inent I'rciallcd. '

"Twenty men descended upon
Hnrpers Kerry on tho night of Sun-
day, October 1C, 1SDD. They nhot
men streets and took posses-
sion of tho town. Somo of tho
townspeople wero mndo prisoners.
Tho grentest excitement provnllcl In
tho town. Nobody to know
what It was nil about. Later ono
of tho attnekers declared they had
como to freo tho Virginia slaves.
They snld they hud tho means to ac-
complish this plan. ' '

"No WD of tho nttnek on Harpers
Kerry was flashed throughout tho
nation. Tho Virginia militia came,
and Governor Wise of Virginia took
personal charge After a threo-da- y

fight tho little ..rmy was captured.
Its leader was recognized as John
lirown.

"Ilrown nnd his followers wero
taken to Charles Town, where tho
grand Jury was In session. Virginia
nnd what Is now West Virginia wero
then ono state.

"Tho old Virginia, daw required
fivo days' iarso between tho prelim-
inary examination ami tho submis-
sion of tin case to tho giand Jury.

"A whole nation was wrought up
to tho tensest pitch during those
fivo days of suspense. It wns ru-
mored everywhere, particularly in
Virginia, and through tho south,
that John Urown's llttlo army of 20
raon was but tho forerunner of n
mighty army from tho north to
